BRINGING NATURE INDOORS 

Dried arrangements can be a 
year round pleasure for you and 
for others who may enjoy your ar¬ 
rangements. 

Now is the time for you to 
gather your material. Many inter¬ 
esting materials are available close 
at hand. Cattails, weeds, grains, 
grasses, poppy heads and many 
others lend well to drying. 

Weeds and grasses can be picked 
after they’ve dried along the road¬ 
side or in the field. If they are not 
dry, and you wish to preserve their 
straight lyies, hang them in small 
bunches with their heads down. To 
make the stems curve, place them 
loosely in a container allowing the 
stems to bend gently over the edge 
of the oontaln(**. Dry in a vvarm 
area. Materials ivquire a dry heat 
to be preserved rapidly and suc¬ 
cessfully. 

To preserve your cattails, dip in 
shellac or paraffin. Perhaps you’ve 
had the experience of shattering 
cattails! 

Dried materials lend themselves 
to interesting one color arrange¬ 
ments. Colors are softer and more 
subtle than fresh flowers. Your ar¬ 


rangement may be enhanced by a 
touch of color or from of a few 
dried pieces purchased from your 
florist. 

An idea you might wish to fol¬ 
low is to gather materials now for 
your winter bouquet to be qsed 
during the festive season. To add 
spark, cattails could be dipped in 
silver, gold or bron*e paint. This 
would serve to preserve them- 

The simplest method of painting 
large, and particularly delicate 
materials is to spray or dip them, 
To dip cattails, fill a large can or 
bucket with cold water. Pour the 
paint on top of the water. Plunge 
the cattail into the container. 
When drawn out, the paint at¬ 
taches itself to the material. 

Once your material is thoroughly 
dried, it's rpady fo use pr, perhaps 
to store sway for future qse. Ljke 
other accessories in decpratjng, 
your winter bouquet isn’t meant (o 
be a permanent piece in tpe ropm. 
Perhaps you might have jt put for 
several weeks. Then, it might be 
dismantled and stored away. Bring 
it out again at Christmas, add a 
few festive ornamentals, arrange¬ 
ment in a new line, and your gifts 
of nature take on a new look.

Vice-principal Fred Cartwright

Professor E. E. Owen of the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria, a chief consul¬ 
tant during the week, summed up 
the central theme, "The essence of 
field work is the going and looking 
and thinking about the common¬ 
place reality in the world around 
us. Inherently this activity is 'at 
once both physical and mental — 
the walking and clambering to a 
vantage point and the discussion, 
speculation and appreciation of the 
visible landscape around us. The 
activity has been wryly described 
as learning through the soles of 


our boots. These procedures have 
been advocated and practised in 
Western Europe since the begin¬ 
ning of the century.” 

Another consultant, Professor 
Evelyn Moore of the University of 
Alberta, commented, "In Great 
Britain there are already over 100 
field study centres and the number 
is steadily increasing. School child¬ 
ren from as young as nine years 
attend the centres for specialized 
instruction in History, Geography 
and the Sciences. We hope our 
siminar will be influential inspir¬ 
ing a similar movement in Canada.”

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Parents Not Interested 

It may come as a shock to some to read else¬ 
where in this issue of the Advocate an announcement 
to the effect that the Scouts, Cubs, Guides and 
Brownies in Vulcan will be discontinued this fall. 

According to a Group Committee official, the 
lack of interest by the parents and the difficulty in 
getting leaders have both been growing problems 
and the point has finally been reached where it is 
felt that it is impossible to carry on. 

The same thing has been happening at other 
points in the county and if this is a trend it is indeed 
regrettable, for the training given children in the 
Scout movement is invaluable and is not likely to be 
gained in any other way. 

If enough leaders volunteer their services and 
there is a revival of interest among parents, the 
Group Committe could conceivably review its deci¬ 
sion and decide to carry on. The reaction of parents 
to the decision to close down the Scouting movement 
in Vulcan will be the deciding factor. 

On Treacherous Ground 

Quebec’s Premier Jean Lesage is probably all too 
right in his observation, made to the annual meeting 
of the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants, 
that “the participation of the state in the economic 
and social affairs of the community is not a passing 
phenomena.” 

He is, however, on treacherous economic ground 
when he suggests, as he did in the same speech, that 
“government activity is not guided by the same 
motives as private enterprise. The purpose of the 
latter is to realize a profit, but government must try 
to put itself at the service of the population.” 

What Mr. Lesage is in effect saying is that 
governments can afford to engage and persist in 
business activities that operate at a loss. 

This they can — and do. But is this really a 
long-term benefit to the community which they are 
striving so anxiously to serve? 

Both Saskatchewan and Newfoundland lay claim 
to some spectacular business failures where govern¬ 
ments through intervention tried to reverse the fun¬ 
damental laws of demand and supply. They failed, 
and there is every reason to believe that Mr. Lesage, 
if he is so rash as to try it, must also fail.

HERBS TIIE YEAR ROUND 

There is a right time to harvest 
herbs. In the case of most herbs, 

it * g mnmnnt the hurt open*; 

into full flower. At this time, the 
plants contain the maximum 
amount of those flavor containing 
oils. 

The cutting should be completed 
early enough to allow the plants 
to grow at least one foot before 
freezing. Choose a morning after 
the dew has gone. Cut perennials 
two thirds the way down the stalk 
and annuals three or four inches 
lrom the ground. 

To dry your herbs, tie bunches 
of stalks together. Hang in a room 
where there is little light but a 
good cross current of air. This pro¬ 
cess requires about one week. 

Herbs for cooking should be rub¬ 
bed through a sieve. Clean glass 
jars with screw lids are the best 
containers in which to store your 
herb harvest. Clear containers al¬ 
low you to see whether moisture 


is collecting on the inside of the 
glass. If this does occur, remove 
the herb and allow it to dry 
longer. 

Regardless of the storage condi¬ 
tions, herbs will lose their oils 
within two or three years. Perhaps 
you should share your crop with 
others.

\VHfciREAS In order to purchase the said lands it will be 
necessary to borrow the sum of 516 , 780.00 on the credit of the 
lown by issuing of debentures of the Town as herein provid¬ 
ed; and 

WHEREAS the whole rateable property of the Town accord¬ 
ing to the last revised assessment roll is $2,231,760.00; and 

WHEREAS the amount of existing debenture debt of the 
Town is $419,793.64, no part of which is in arrears, and of 
which amount the sum of $34,580.72 is authorized to be collect¬ 
ed by way of special assessment; 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal Council of the Town of 
Vulcan, In Council assembled, enacts as follows: 

That the Town of Vulcan is hereby empowered and author¬ 
ized to enter into contract with Mr. C. R. Robson of Vulcan, 
Alberta, for the purchase of an acreage consisting of 16.78 
acres more or less, situated within the limits of the Town of 
Vulcan and described in Certificate of Title No. 95 J 40, for 
the purpose of subdivision for residential building sites. 

That for the purpose aforesaid the sum of $16,780.00 be bor¬ 
rowed by way of debentures on the credit and security of the 
Town of Vulcan at large. ■ 

The debentures to be issued under this by-law shall be for 
the said sum of $16,780.00, shall be dated January 1st 1965 or 
upon such day as may be appropriate having regard to the 
date of the borrowing of the money, shall be payable in thirty 
four (34) quarterly installments of principal on the first days 
of January, April, July and October in each of the years 1965 
to 1973 inclusive, with a first payment of $500.00 to be made 
January 1st 1965, and payments of $500.00on each of the above 
mentioned dates to and including January 1st 1973, and a final 
payment of $280.00 on April 1st 1973. 

The debentures shall bear interest at a rate of 6 % per 
annum payable on the first days of January and July in each 
year during the currency of the debentures. 

The debentures shall be payable in lawful money of Canada 
at the Town of Vulcan Office in the Town of Vulcan. 

The said debentures shall be signed by the Mayor and Sec¬ 
retary-Treasurer of the Town of Vulcan, and the Secretary-

My brief visit to the Maeleod 
Riding last week again proved to 
me the need for the Members of 
Parliament to get away from Ot¬ 
tawa in order to discover the grass 
roots feelings of their constituents. 

As everyone knows, this has been 
a long continuous session of Par- 
’ liament with the most tiresome 
part being on the flag debate. I 
am grateful for the many letters, 
resolutions and telegrams I have 
received from organizations and 
individuals from my riding on the 
flag issue. For example, nearly all 
the Legions in the Maeleod Riding 
have asked me to support the Red 
Ensign as our national flag and 
were opposed to Mr. Pearson's 
three leaf, maple leaf design. 
Many private citizens have written, 
all expressing the same view. In 
addition, local Social Credit As¬ 
sociations have forwarded letters 
and resolutions asking me to sup¬ 
port the Red Ensign. The Progres¬ 
sive Conservative Associations have 
expressed their views and are all 
behind the Red Ensign and have 
asked me to lend support to their 
views in Parliament. With these 
organizations and individuals of 
the Maeleod Riding expressing 
unanimous support for the Red 
Ensign, I have done everything 
possible to back up the apparent 
majority views of my constituents. 

The question of a design for a 
new Canadian Flag has now been 
referred to a Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee, which is to report hack to 
Parliament in about six weeks' 
time. I think everyone will agree 
that this is the most sensible solu¬ 
tion of the matter and, in my 
view, should have been done in 
the first place. A National Flag 
cannot have the appearance of 
being a political flag. The Com¬ 
mittee of the House of Commons 
will meet behind closed doors and 
if it is successful in arriving at 
a nearly unanimous conclusion on 
a design, sucth design cannot he 
associated with any political 
group. This is the way it should 
be. Why It took weeks of debate 
to impress this rather elementary 
fact on the government no one 
seems to be able to understand. 

The lengthy debate on the flag 
brought forth certain information 
that the Flag Committee must 
consider during its deliberation. 
Perhaps the most important infor¬ 
mation produced is that appruxir 
I mately 40% of the people of Pan-. 
$da wish to retain the Red Ensign 
as our national flag, and about 
40% wish to have a flag that does 
not incorporate the Union Jack ns 
such; the other 20% apparently do 
not haye any views or don’t co¬ 
lt Is quite clear fro— '

Consequently, if 
we are to have a flag for our 
Hundredth Birthday, it must be 
of a design that is generally ac¬ 
ceptable to most Canadians; it 
is impossible to have a flag de¬ 
sign that the majority of Cana¬ 
dians will not accept. Most of us 
have strong personal views on this 
matter, but if we are going to 
keep our country together, all of 
us must be prepared to make 
some effort to accept the view¬ 
point of others in some measure 
at least. 

As has been indicated on other 
occasions, there is a flag design 
circulating around Parliament 
Hill, which appears to be accept¬ 
able to quite a number of Mem¬ 
bers of all parties, and which does 
include certain elements of the 
Union Jack. For this reason I 
think— t he e h a n new —.*f—Mt<-— F la g 
Committee arriving at a generally 
acceptable design are quite 
hopeful. 

On the other hand, there are 
some members of the Flag Com¬ 
mittee who are known afraid that 
this will not help the Committee 
as a whole to reach a near unani¬ 
mous decision on any desigh at 
an early date.

been wrongly applied by the press. 
The word has been borrowed from 
the U.S. and is a procedure which 
is used in the U.S. Congress. The 
rules under which “filibuster” 
takes place in the U.S. Congress 
are totally different from any pro¬ 
cedure which may take place in 
our Parliament. In a U.S. fili¬ 
buster, speakers are unlimited as 
to time and on occasions are 
known to speak for hours and 
hours on end. In the Canadian 
Parliament, speeches are limited 
to 40 minutes and these speeches 
must be related to the subject 
matter. In addition, Parliamentary 
rules provide that the day’s sit¬ 
ting ends at 10:30 p.m. unless ex¬ 
tended by unanimous consent. 
Thus, it can be seen that the bor¬ 
rowed term of filibuster" has no 
application in Canada.
